That such provision has been mad* 
le further attested fcr the axperlano* 
of men. Luther tells us that the pain* 
□f bell got bold upon him. but wbsn 
he looked to tha wounds of'chrlst ha 
found peace. John Wesley, after seek- 
ing reet for bis eoul for yean, trusted 
In Christ snd felt his heart strangely 
warmed and uaured- Spuraeou was 
so hsppy when be experienced forgive- 
ness that he wanted to tell the crows 
Of the ffctld about it. These men were 
not deluded; the experience of Lather 
led to the Reformation, that of Wesley 
to the Evangelical revival and tha 
Spurgeon to years of a fruitful minis- 
try. 

Sin Against the Holy Ghost. 

But though bo clearly attested, we 
occasionally meet one who declare* 
this blessing is not for him. for be has 
committed the sin of -which Christ 
said it "hath never forgiveness'' — the 
blasphemy -g-'"t the Holy Ghoet. Rut 
what le this sin? As the result 'of 
csrelul study one writer gives this

Several scj,'ref;gtion meetings^ have been held as a preliminary 
to the larger campaign that is being planned. It is hoped that 
ihe interest al all our people will be aroused and stirred. 

It there is anything that is going to bring about the segre- 
gation law, it is the indifference of Negroes themselves. 

The- majority of the white people, it appears from a study of 
ihe situation, are either against segregation, or indifferent. Their 
inditfiTi'iKt. we learn, is largely due to our own. How can we 
expect thtrtn to care if we otirsrive* wppeat-not^o Vartr?- -Wfij? 
-hottlil they vote in our interest if we manifest no interest ?» 

And that is just what will defeat us — that thousands of white 
people will Tint vole at all. The forces of the rtiemy are splendidy 
"rganized and financed. 

Our force* are being organized, but as yet we arc not financed. 
We. have got to appeal to all our people to help us. When the ap- 
peal reaches you we expect you to go down deep into your pocket 
and give until you feel it. 

The situation is most serious. The need is most urgent. The 
danger is impending, and it is now time to do something. 



THE USE, OF FORCE 

One of the daily papcra published a report of a dash in the 
office of the constable of the Fourth District, a day or two ago. It 
was said that when Mr. Turpin went to take possession, under the 
recent Court decision, Mr, Powers refused to vacate. 

We will not stop here to deny the truth of the report — for it 
is false from start to finish. We want merely to show the absurd- 
ity of the charge that *Mr. Turpin would use force, or that the City 
Counsellor would advise him to use force. * 

Mr. Turpin's own good sense, and that of. any other intelligent 
Negro, would have told him that a show of force would have done, 
not only himself, but the whole race, an untold harm. 

Law is superior to force. 

This has been, all along, the unanswerable Negro argument 
against lynching,, night-riding and oppression in general. How 
could we appeal to the law if we ourselves did not respect it? 
How could we expect to be de"slt with peaceably and legall>*Ji we 
should override law and use force? * 

The daily paper which published this falsehood could not for 
a moment believe that the St. Louis Negro has not sense enough 
to know that any show of force on our part would knock the very 
praps from under our position against all forms of mob violence. 

We know how quickly the passions of all men are aroused, 
how, upon the smallest provocation, blood is shed, and how almost 
incurable is the wound which results. 

We know that law is superior to force, and that in. the end 
justice triumphs. 

Did we not believe it, we would stop all our protests and agi- 
tation against lynching and other forms of mob violence, and meet 
force with force.
